Circus Has Losses—Several Barns 


Struck by Lightning and 


Burned. 


Gettysburg went through the experi- 


ences of a wonderful electric storm on 
Monday evening. The stoun broke 
over the town about five o'clock. 
It 


seemed to be one continuous perform- 
ance of thunder and lightning, crash 
after crash. With it came gieat gusts 
of wind that tore up trees and the 
rain, fell in blinding sheets. 
There 


were frequent intermissions of hail 
throughout the storm. 


helped to confine the fire to the cupola 
which was completely destroyed.

nary building 
fiom 
which General 


Lee observed the course of the battle 
at various times during those three 
first days of July ]gf;3. 


The bungalow ot Prof. George M. 


Rice on Springs avenue was struck 
by a cold bolt ol lightning which shat-

As the storm went on its westward 


way with the sky every moment pierc- 
ed with streaks of lightning, a great 
light lit up the sky in the southwest. 
Lightning fired the barn of Geo. W. 
Jacobs m Freedom township and barn 
was totally destroyed with contents 
and two head of cattle, entailing a loss 
of several thousand dollars.

Before 
the hotel fire squad, made up of the 
employee at the resort, could gei a 
stream of water on tne flames, the tire 
bad eaten its way rapidly to the eleva- 
tor ehait. 6ouae person procured a 
revolver and uegan blazing, away to- 
wards the sky in an effort to awa&eo 
the guests.

within a very few minutes the entire 
building was a S2eue of bustle and dis- 
order. 


Frantic women, crying children and 


eseited men crowded the bails, hurry- 
ing in all directions to find members 
of tueir families aud tbeir frieudc and 
atibisting in leading them to safety. 


One biairease was still tree from fire 


boi enveloped in smoke. By this exit 
many of the guests made their escape. 
while others used the windows aud 
balconies. 


B. F. Metzgar and Malcolm Frank, 


both of Norfolk, Va., were on the top 
floor of the building and did not hear 
the alarm until tbeir room was tilled 
with swoke. They rusned out of their 
room and in endeavoring to find their 
wey to the staircase through the dense

dropped to the third floor, it was 
there that they were rescued by some 
of the other guests. The two men 
were badly bruised and burned aud 
were hurried to Waynesboro where 
they were placed under the care of 
physicians.

This 
lamasery or monastery is a town in it- 
self and very interesting. Lamas may 
be seen here of all ages and degrees.

has seen the purple hued complexion, 
sodden features and perspiring, relax- 
ed skin of ao intoxicated man ue^cJs 
no medical training to know that here 
is a case of complete relaxation, the 
body presenting as sad evidence of 
crippling as does the miud- If this re- 
sult may ensue in an individual who 
is In heaitlj. how much more seriously 
must the vital powers be depreciated 
in diseases in which other po sons are 
already playing havoc with the heart 
and nervous system. Alcohol as a stim- 
ulant 1= dying as hard as did biocd-iet- 
tiag as a panacea. The latter succumb- 
ed to an enlightened patbology and the 
lormer is now sharing the same fare 
When the quantities formerly con- 
sumed in hospitals are compared with 
that now supplied to the best conduct- 
ed institutions the view of Professor 
J£WALD is coufirmed.

ing of foods in cold storage ware- 
houses, as well as examinations as co 
the whoiesomeuess of the foods offer- 
ed for and kept in cold storage. 


The Dairy and Food Commissioner 


is authorized to close warehouses aot 
maintaining sanitary conditions. 


The penalties are, for first offenss, 


a fine of $500 maximum: for a second 
offense, a fine of Sl.OOO maximum, or 
a jail sentence of 30 to 90 days, or 
both. 


The Commissioner suggests that tiie 


adoption by wholesalers of cold stor- 
age foods, of a system of supplying to 
retail dealers the required large labels 
and wrapper labels, would do much. 
to protect the retailers and preveat 
needless Injury to them and to ciis 
cold storage business in general.

If you should be bitten by a dog 


suspected of rabies doirt get seared, 
but act promptly.

Although the gerna of rabies has cot 


been demonstrated, it is seuerailv 
conceded tbe disease has a specific 
areruu. Eabies never occurs iu the hu- 
man spontaneously but always by in- 
oculation. It is also moderately well 
demonstrated that dogs and other 
animals likewise contract the disease 
through inoculation, Many

reason sriveu for this is that male doss 
fisht among themselves, but a male 
seldom bites a female. The propor- 
tion is seven mad males to one mad 
female. 
Contrary to popular belief, 


rabies is more common In a texuperste 
zone than in the tropics or the Arctiu 
regions and In spring and fali than iu 
summer and winter. 


The ouly sure preventive thtis far 


found for rabies is thorotigly muzzling 
which Is another proof that the 
ease has its origin iu inoculation.

"\Varren and his many friends here 
•will learn, with regret of his sudden 
death at his home In Tyrone on last 
Wednesday 
morning:, Aug. 13. He 


had been in good health up until Tues- 
day when he was seized with a chill 
and a collapse followed which resulted 
in his death the next morning. He 
WES born in Adams county on Sept. 
1st, 1S22, hence had reached the ad- 
vanced age of 90 years, 11 months and 
12 days. When eighteen years of age 
his parents moved to Gettysburg and 
young Warren went to work in his 
father's foundry. He was a brother 
of the late David, Hiram and Thomas 
Wairen of this place. At the age of 
twenty-two he was converted to the 
doctrines of the Master and united 
witn -the Methodist church. 
He be- 


came an enthusiast in all church work 
and five years later he began to preach 
the gospel. . For four years he served 
as pastor under the presiding elder 
while he pursued his studies in prepa- 
ration for uis life work. In 1S54 he 
was admitted to the Baltimore confer- 
ence and served in the territory em- 
braced in the Central 
Pennsylvania 


conference after its organization in 
1S6S.

law our directors will not delay ad 
vantages to be obtained but will con 
tinue progressively to build and i 
they can not start with the school yea 
It surely will be as soon as they can 
get ready. The additional burden for 
vocational education will largely fall 
on the State and not on the town.
